SUBJECT: Impartiality Determination to Participate In Certain Matters Involving the State of 
Florida

As the General Counsel for the United States Environmental Protection. Agency (EPA), 
you seek permission to participate In specific party matters involving the State of Florida. 

Within the last year, prior to being selected for this position, you provided legal services to the 
Florida Department of Environmental Protection (FL DEP). You ceased providing legal services 
to the FL DEP on June 30, 2017. 

Under President Trump’s Ethics Pledge, political appointees are prohibited from 
participating in specific party' matters in which their former employer or former client is a party. 
However, Executive Order 13770 defines “former employer” to exclude state or local 
government entities, 1 and the Office of Government Ethics has determined that the same 
exclusion applies to the definition of “former client.” 2 Therefore, the Ethics Pledge does not 
apply to your former client. But since federal ethics rules do not contain a similar exclusion for 
state government, those rules do apply to your former client. 

I understand that you have a defined contribution plan with the State of Florida. As such.

Executive Order 13490 to the extent that such guidance addresses language common to both orders,” and Office of 
Government Ethics Legal Advisory 00-09-011 (March 26,2009), which states that “based on discussions with the 
White House Counsel’s office, OGE has determined that the definition of former client is intended to exclude the 
same governmental entities as those excluded from the definition of former employer,” 
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you have a financial conflict of interest pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 208, Under this criminal statute, 
von cannot participate personally and substantially in any particular matter that will affect the 
State’s ability or willingness to honor its contractual obligations with respect to your state 
retirement interests. In the Agency’s experience, it is unlikely that you as General Counsel will 
be in any position to affect the State’s ability or willingness to pay these benefits to its retirees. 1 
do not expect, then, that 18 U.S.C. § 208 will prohibit you from carrying out your official EPA 
duties. 


However, what remains is an impartiality concern. The applicable ethics rules are set 
forth in the Standards of Ethical Conduct for Employees of the Executive Branch, 5 C.F.R. Part 
2635, specifically Subpart E, "Impartiality in Performing Official Duty.” Upon, assuming the 
position of General Counsel, you will have a “covered relationship” with the State of Florida 
pursuant to 5 C.F.R. § 2635.502(b){1 )(iv). For one year from the date vou last provided legal 
services to the FL DEP, absent an impartiality determination .from me, you cannot participate in 
any specific party matter in which the State of Florida is a party or represents a party if that 
matter is likely to have a direct and predictable effect, upon the State or if the circumstances 
would cause a reasonable person with knowledge of the relevant facts to question your 
impartiality. See 5 C.F.R. § 2635.502(a). Absent this impartiality determination, your “cooling 
off’ period with the State of Florida will last until June 30,2018, which is one year from the date 
you last provided services to them. 


Federal ethics regulations permit federal employees to participate in matters that might 
raise impartiality concerns when the interest of the federal government in the employee’s 
participation outweighs concern over the questioning of the “integrity of the agency’s programs 
and operations.” 5 C.F.R. § 2635.502(d). The factors that the Agency takes into consideration 
are: 


(1) the nature of the relationship involved; 

(2) the effect that resolution of the matter will have upon the financial interest of the 
person, affected in the relationship; 

(3) the nature and importance of the employee’s role in the matter, including the extent to 
which the employee is called upon to exercise discretion in the matter; 

(4) the sensitivity of the matter; 

(5) the difficulty of reassigning the matter to another employee; and 

(6) adjustments that may be made in the employee’s duties that would reduce or eliminate 
the likelihood that a reasonable person would question the employee’s impartiality. 

As General Counsel, you are the chief legal advisor to the Agency and Administrator, and 
part of the Agency’s political team. In your role as General Counsel, you are expected to 
communicate freely with states and you will be asked to participate in discussions and meetings 
related to particular matters that affect the State of Florida. Because 1 conclude that the interest 
of the United States Government In your participation, outweighs any concerns about your 
impartiality, I am authorizing you to participate as General Counsel in particular matters that 
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involve the State of Florida with the following limitation: you must recuse yourself from 
participation in EPA specific party matters if you participated personally and substantially in the 
same specific party matters while providing legal services to the FL DEP or while employed by 
Florida. In making this determination, I have taken the following factors into consideration: 

Nature of the relationship involved - Within the last year, you have provided legal services to the 
FL DEP, which is the Florida state agency responsible for environmental management and 
stewardship. 1 note that you previously served as General Counsel for the FL DEP until you left 
the agency in March 2015. As a private sector attorney, you provided services to the FL DEP in 
a case in which the United States is not a party, and those services ended on June 30, 2017. 
Sensitivities regarding vour impartiality will necessarily revolve around those issues in which 
you participated personally and substantially for the FL DEP in all of your previous roles. But, 
for purposes of the federal impartiality standards, we are focused only on your “covered 
relationship” with your former client from the last year. I also note that states share 
responsibility with EPA in protecting human health and the environment. With respect to many 
of our statutes, EPA has directly delegated states with regulatory and enforcement authority. In 
fact, EPA, through its regions, works closely and directly with state governmental entities on a 
continuing and frequent basis. 

Nature and importance of the employee’s role ■■■• In your role as General Counsel, you are the 
chief legal advisor to the Agency. Among other things, OGC lawyers provide legal counsel to 
EPA policy-makers, shape national legislation affecting the environment and provide legal 
support for the issuance of permits, the approval of state environmental programs, and the 
initiation and litigation of enforcement actions. As General Counsel, you tire expected to 
communicate freely with states, including Florida. 

Sensitivity of th e matter — We anticipate that there will be specific party matters in which you 
did not participate personally and substantially for the FL DEP that will rise to your level of 
attention, merit your participation and raise nationally significant issues. 

Difficulty of reassigning the matter to another employee - Your participation as General Counsel 
in such matters will be of importance to the Administrator, and therefore, in the Agency’s 
interests. In these situations, it may not be appropriate to reassign the matter to another 
employee. 

^ Under this limited authorization, you are authorized to participate in new or future 
specific party matters that involve the State of Florida, but not on the very same specific party 
matters on which you worked on personally and substantially while providing legal services to 
the FL DEP or while employed with the State of Florida. If the Agency determines that we have 
a compelling reason for your participation as an EPA official on any of those same specific party 
matters that you participated in personally and substantially , then you may ask OGC/Ethics to 
reconsider the factors and information listed above on a ease-by-case basis along with additional 
relevant details before determining whether to authorize your participation. You must continue 
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to recuse yourself from those matters in which you had previously participated unless 
OGC/Ethics first determines that the Agency's interest in your participation outweighs any 
impartiality concern and authorizes you to participate. 

Nothing in this impartiality determination precludes you from making additional 
adjustments to your duties, such as voluntarily recusing from other matters if necessary. To that 
end, I understand that you will not participate in any particular matter involving specific parties 
that are still pending with EPA that you worked on personally and substantially while providing 
legal services to the FL DEP or employed by Florida. You are cognizant of your attorney bar 
rules that prohibit you from participating in any matter that is the same as or substantially related 
to the same specific party matter that you previously participated in personally and substantially, 
unless your bar provides for and you first obtain informed consent, and notify OGC/Ethics.

Thank you for following up on last week's conversation with an email concerning your prior speaking engagement. I'm 
so glad you thought to mention this matter to Matt Leopold as your supervisor and recognized that ethics issues could 
be raised. Our aim in the New Employee training we provide is to cover the issues and the rules well enough that our 
employees can spot a potential ethics issue and turn to their ethics officials for help. 

Throughout most of Headquarters, an office's Deputy Ethics Official is the head of that office. But, OGC is a little 
different. In OGC, the DEO is a designated member of OGC/Ethics, and right now, it's me. This is because, under the 
order that sets up the Agency's ethics program, the General Counsel does not have any official ethics responsibilities at 
EPA. 1 appreciate that it is confusing in contrast to what you see in other offices. Just remember that it is appropriate to 
ask Matt whether you can do something in your official capacity, but for outside activities, you'll write to me with an 
informational cc to Matt as your supervisor. See 5 CFR 6401.103(b). 

You were invited to speak at the University of Houston Law Center on April 2, 2018, "at a high-level about administrative 
law, statutory interpretation, and working as a government attorney." The invitation was extended by the student 
chapter of the Federalist Society and the law school's Environment, Energy & Natural Resources Center co-sponsored 
the event. The event consisted of a Q&A regarding general administrative law and statutory interpretation, what an 
agency is and its role in a federalist system of government, how private practice relates to government work, how law 
students might pursue government jobs, which law school classes and activities aid in the development of an aspiring 
attorney.

The event did not relate to my official duties, and did not include matters that deal in significant part with the programs, 
policies, current events affecting, or operations of the Agency. Instead, it was a Q&A regarding administrative law and 
statutory interpretation in general, what is an agency and how does an agency operate in a federalist system of 
government, how my work in private practice relates to government work, how law students might pursue government 
jobs, which law school classes and activities aid in the development of an aspiring attorney. To the extent administrative 
law was discussed, I used examples from other agencies, for example the FDA.

Perdue: Restoring rural America primary goa

| AGRICULTURE SECRETARY SONNY Per- 
| due says there’s little doubt the urban

According to economists, that reces¬ 


sion began in December 2007 and ran 
through 2010. During that time, almost 9 
million jobs vanished from the U.S. econ¬ 
omy and GDP shrank by more than 5 per¬ 
cent, making it the worst recession since 
the Great Depression in the 1930s. 

"While the rebound has been slow, 
most of America lias recovered and is 
now ahead of where they were when the 
recession kicked in," Perdue said, “But the 
same cannot be said for many pockets 
of our rural population, and that, ladies 


and gentlemen, concerns me and that is 
our challenge,” 

Perdue, the former governor of Geor¬ 
gia who clearly reveled in addressing 
a southern audience, was the keynote 
speaker at the 82nd annual meeting of 
the Delta Council, the organization that 
represents agriculture and business in 
northwest Mississippi, which has been 
referred to as home of the some of the 
poorest, counties in the country. 

During the Delta Council annual meet¬ 
ing, also on the Delta State University 
campus, in 1947, then Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of State Dean Acheson laid out the 
principals for what became die Marshall 
Plan for the recovery of Europe from 
World War II.

about the need for a renewed effort to 
restore prosperity to the rural areas of 
America that have been left behind in 
the recovery since the end of the last 
recession.

If EPA agrees 
to provide a speaker, you will provide a list of all invitees to EPA and their contact 
information at least 48 hours in advance of the event. 

• When you issue your invitations, you will include this statement as part of the 
distribution: 

PLEASE NOTE: The federal Hatch Act prohibits this speaker from soliciting or 
discouraging the political participation of any person who has an application for any 
compensation grant, contract, ruling, license, permit, or certificate pending before US 
EPA. If you or your company has any business pending before any part of EPA, we ask 
that you not attend this event.

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GROUND RULES FOR PARTICIPATION IN A POLITICAL EVENT 


Your campaign has invited a Presidentially-Appointed and Senate-confirmed appointee 
of the 0,8. Environmental Protect ion Agency to speak at your political e vent. The Hatch Act, 5 
U.S.C. §§ 7321-7326, sets forth certain restrictions that this employee must follow. She cannot 
use her official authority to further political activity; cannot solicit, accept or receive political 
contributions; and cannot solicit or discourage the political participation of anyone who has 
business pending before the Agency. 

We ask that you review our ground rules carefully and ensure that they are followed. Failure 
to follow these rules may result in withdrawal of any approval to allow our employee to speak at 
your event. 

• You must provide EPA with a copy of the invitation and any other public 
communications regarding the event before you may distribute them so that our counsel 
can ensure compliance with federal rules. 

• Once EPA agrees to the final version of the invitation or other public communications, 
you cannot make any subsequent changes to the text or format nor change the title of the 
electronic files. 

• You must provide EPA with a complete description of the event, the proposed venue, any 
sponsors or affiliated entities, and a summary description of proposed invitees. 

• You may not specifically target invitees with interests before the Agency. If EPA agrees 
to provide a speaker, you will provide a list of all invitees to EPA and their contact 
information at least 48 hours in advance of the event 

» When you issue vour invitations, you will include this statement as part of the 
distribution: 

PLEASE NOTE: The federal Hatch Act prohibits this speaker from soliciting or 
discouraging the political participation of any person who has an application for any 
compensation grant, contract, ruling, license, permit, or certificate pending before US 
EPA. If you or your company has any business pending before any part of EPA, we ask 
that you not attend this event.

HOW TO REVIEW POLITICAL INVITATIONS 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE HATCH ACT 

The Hatch Act, 5 USC §§ 7321-7326, regulates the political activities of federal employees in 
the Executive Branch of the Federal government. “Political activity” is defined as an activity 
directed toward the success or failure of a political party, candidate for partisan political office, 
or partisan political group. Under the Hatch Act, most employees cannot participate in partisan 
political activity while on government time and in government facilities. However, this rule is 
different for PAS employees. This guidance will help you to know what the PAS employees can 
and cannot do. 

Who is a PAS employee? 

EPA has 14 PAS employees, who are Presidential Appointees confirmed by the Senate. They 
are the Administrator, the Deputy Administrator, the General Counsel, the Inspector General, the 
Chief Financial Officer, and the nine Assistant Administrators. 

What are all employees prohibited from doing under the Hatch Act? 

There are several things that no employee, including PASers, should do: 

(1) Don't use your official authority or influence to interfere with or affect an election. Don't 
use your official title while participating in political activity and don't use your authority to 
coerce anyone to participate in political activity. Importantly, you can’t solicit, accept or receive 
uncompensated volunteer services from any subordinate for any political purpose; 

(2) Don’t fundraise, even in your private capacity, You can’t even let your name be used as the 
host of fundraiser. You can’t solicit political contributions in a speech or address at a fundraiser, 
and you can’t let your official title be used in connection with a fundraiser. You also can’t 
solicit, accept or receive volunteer services from an EPA subordinate; 

(3) Don’t run for partisan public office (without first talking to your ethics official and telling us 
where you live. There are a few exceptions for certain localities); and 

(4) Don’t solicit or discourage political activity from any person who is doing business with the 
Agency. This includes any person who has an application for any compensation grant, contract, 
ruling, license, permit, or certificate pending in your office. It also includes any person who is 
the subject of an investigation, audit or enforcement action in your office. For PAS employees, 
this description can include a lot of people! 

How are PASers special under the Hatch Act? 

Unlike most employees, EPA’s fourteen PASers can participate in political activity while on 
duty, on government premises, in a government vehicle, and while wearing the EPA badge. But 
only they can do so. The rest of the EPA employees, including Schedule Cs and non-career 
SESers cannot. 
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The "Secret Service” exception 

In limited cases, the Match Act nevertheless allows staff to assist the PAS consistent with their 
official duty. For example, a security detail may accompany the Administrator, even to a 
political event, so long as he is providing security and not himself participating in the political 
activity. Similarly, an administrative assistant may prepare the travel and itinerary associated 
with a political trip even if the Administrator is engaged in political activity or a mix of official 
and political activity. 

But this exception should not be broadened to include speech writing or any “extra” voluntary 
service! 


What happens if an EPA PAS is invited to a. political event? 

1) The Scheduling Staff for the PAS should examine the invitation to determine who issued the 
invitation to the PAS employee and whether it is indeed for a political event. 

• Clues: is the invitation from a campaign committee to elect someone? Is the event called 
a “rally” or a “fundraiser” or does it use words like “get out the vote?” 

2) The Scheduling Staff should send a copy of the invitation to OGC-Ethics for review and 
confirmation as to whether it is indeed a political event. 

3) If the event is political, then the Scheduling Staff must do the following: 

* send the requestor the EPA's “ground rules" about political events 

* ask questions about the event: 

* who is the host of.the event? 

* are there any co-sponsors? 

« where will the event be held? 

* who are the anticipated invitees to the event? 

* how many people are expected to attend? 

* what is the anticipated role of the EPA PAS at the event? 

* identify a contact person on the Scheduling Staff to work with OGC 

* identify a contact person on the requestor’ s staff to talk to OGC 

* do not confirm attendance until the event is cleared, in writing (by email), by OGC 

NOTE: An employee with Agency-wide responsibility may address a large, diverse 
group to seek support for a partisan political candidate so long as the group has not been 
specifically targeted as having matters before the employing office. 5 cfr 734.305. 

* An example of a permitted activity: the Administrator may speak on behalf of a 
partisan candidate at a forum sponsored by the League of Women Voters that is 
expected to have more than 100 people attend. However, he cannot use his 
official title and cannot solicit funds, for the candidate irt his speech. He also 
should not say that the candidate is endorsed by the US EPA, 
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• An example of a. prohibited activity: the Administrator will not be permitted to 
speak at an event that is sponsored by an environmental law firm for its clients to 
be held in the law firm’s offices. 

• OGC will examine closely where the event is to be held and the sponsors and 
hosts. Scrutiny will be applied to certain entities, including lobbying 
organizations, law firms, for-profit and not-for-profit entities that have an 
environmental focus, and trade associations. 

4) If the event is cleared, then the Scheduling Staff can confirm attendance, subject to the EPA’s 
ground rules. The Scheduling Staff should now: 

• obtain a list of all of the invitees and send that list to OGC 

• obtain copies of ait of the invitations and send to OGC for review of the format 

• talk to the PAS travel coordinator and OGC about payment for any political travel 

• reaffirm to the PAS that s/he cannot accept any volunteer services, including speeches 

• provide the PAS with the EPA’s ground rules as part of her/his briefing package

Last year we had 130,000 visitors over our three day exhibition, almost 900 exhibitors and several hundred speakers.

We take over the entire Texas State Fair for the event. Attached to this email is a brief sizzle real that gives some perspective 
on its size, 

and yes, EVERYthing is bigger in Texas. 

We are free market driven and work overtime to be a neutral public square for all ideas worth discussing. 

This year the Mitchell Foundation is working with us to put on a day and a half conference on shale production. 
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Because of this the Sierra Club is boycotting us. We think natural gas is vital to our national security and industry.

La. attorney general urged Pruitt to speak at industry event

Louisiana Attorney General Jeff Landry (R) appealed to EPA Administrator Scott Pruitt to speak at an industry gathering 
last fall. 

Landry reached out in September to Pruitt's then-policy aide Samantha Dravis, hoping to prod the EPA boss to speak at a 
chemical group's annual meeting in New Orleans. 

"Just following up on a conversation we had a month or so ago," he wrote. The "Louisiana Chemical Association is having 
their annual meeting Oct 26&27 in NOLA at the Loew's hotel. This is a meeting of the Managers that are responsible for 
operation [of] the chemical facilities in Louisiana. They would like Scott to address the group either day. Can you let me 
know if he is still available?" 

The email was signed, "Jeff Landry Attorney General." 

The two Republican politicians have known each other for years and even joined forces in some lawsuits against the 
Obama EPA. But it's not clear why the state attorney general would offer an invitation for a private industry event. 

Asked to comment about the meeting invitation, Landry lauded Pruitt's efforts to roll back rules. 

"Over 52% of the refining capacity in the United States is located on the Gulf Coast. The downstream energy sector is 
one of the largest middle class job building industries in the country," Landry said in a statement. "This sector has been 
tormented by useless job killing regulations. That is until President Trump came along and appointed people like 
Administrator Pruitt who work to scale back regulations contributing to historic economic growth." 

Pruitt and Landry have a history of advocating on behalf of the chemical industry and fighting against regulations 
opposed by that sector. When they were at the Republican Attorneys General Association, they jointly opposed 
chemical industry regulations. One of Pruitt's first actions in office was to delay stronger safety rules on chemical plants 
and oil refineries. Landry was one of 11 attorneys general who requested the delay from EPA. 
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His September request was quickly met with approval from Pruitt's top aides, who wrote that they would try to get it on 
his schedule, according to emails obtained by the Sierra Club under a Freedom of Information Act request. 

"I believe it would be a great opportunity," Landry wrote. 

Within days, Hayley Ford, EPA's deputy White House liaison, confirmed the visit. 

"I'm happy to let you know that the Administrator will be available to address this group," she wrote. "He appreciates 
the invitation and opportunity. Who should [we] communicate with regarding details and logistics? Specifically, exact 
timing and agenda for the event so we can build into his schedule? Thank you and we look forward to it!" 

Pruitt later flew on a first-class flight for $2,265 to the conference, The Washington Post has reported.lt has not been 
previously reported that Landry issued the invitation to the conference for Pruitt. In the emails, a Pruitt aide noted that 
the chemical association secured Pruitt a room. 

Critics have accused both Pruitt and Landry of being too cozy with chemical companies. Some of Pruitt's political 
appointees at EPA have come directly from the American Chemistry Council, and Landry was endorsed in his attorney 
general bid by the Louisiana Chemical Association. 

In the days before the conference, a representative for Landry invited Pruitt to have dinner with the attorney general 
while he was in New Orleans.Pruitt's aides declined that dinner but invited Landry to a breakfast with chemical industry 
representatives that EPA was organizing the next morning. 

"We are organizing breakfast the morning of Fri, Oct 27 before the speaking engagement and we would be happy to 
have AG Landry attend if he would like," Ford wrote to one of Landry's aides. "It is more of an event, with several area 
CEOs and industry representatives. We don't yet have a firm location, but can share details with you as they develop this 
week."

2635.204(g) unless the sponsor 
is a lobbyist. If so, then possibly 
OGC/Ethics will consider an 
ethics travel approval. If not 
possible, then we have to 
ascertain the cost per person 
from the donor and he pays out 
of his own pocket. It won't be 
good enough for him to say he 
will pay for his drinks like at a 
cash bar. 

He is also planning to attend the 
speaker dinner the night before 
which is by invite only.

We're checking to see if the other 
attendees have to pay to attend 
the event or not. 

NO. He needs ethics clearance to 
attend the speakers' dinner, and 1 
don't see how he can be the "guest 
of honor." What does that mean? 1 
need to see how they are promoting 
this event. He can’t be honored with 
reference to his EPA position and 
title, and if the donor is a federally 
registered lobbyist, then there are 
Trump pledge issues here, too. 

OGC/Ethics can possibly 
consider an ethics travel 
approval, but there are other 
serious concerns here.
